San Francisco, September 4.—The 


fate of F. Drew Caminetti, charged 
with white slavery, rest in the 
hands of a jury tomorrow. 
He is being tried on the same charges 
and befcre the same judge as Maury I. 
Diggs, who was convicted, but twelve 
different men are on the jurs 

As the defendant’s counsel, his 
brother, put it to the jury, “this whole 
case has simmered down to a single 
issue—mamely, what was the intent 
and purpose of the trip to Reno?” .. .. 

“The whale evidence tends to 
show,’ he argued, “that the defendant 
Jeft Sacramentvu because he feared im- 
pending arrest and articles about to 
be printed in the newspapers. No one 
but a man crazed by fear of arrest 
would have gone on that crazy trip— 
none but a lunatic. 

“We do not claim that fright 
defense for crime, but when 
a motive the state of mind 
considered,” he added.

Brother Pleads for Caminetti. 
Anthony Caminetti, Jr., unexpected- 
appeared today as an advocate ‘n 
his brother’s defense. Young Cami- 
netti had sat at counsel table with 
his brother's lawyers throughout the 
trial. but there was a flutter of sur- 
prise when he arose to make the 
opening argument for the defense. 
Young Mrs. Caminetti was not pres- 
ent to listen. 

There.was a strong reminiscence of 
the shouting, passionate delivery of 
the father, Anthony Caminetti, Sr., 
commissioner general of immigration, 
as the son lifted his voice till the 
walls of the courtroom rang. 

“It didn’t need much urging to con- 
vince Marsha Warrington,” he ar- 
gued, “that she ought to leave Sacra- 
mento, considering the condition in 
which she found herself. Gentlemen 
of the jury, don’t you believe that 
Marsha did a little persuading of 
her own? Don’t you believe she urged 
Lola Norris to take the trip? 

“It may seem an error for me to 
plead for my brother in this case, but 
T can't stand idly by without uttering 
a word of protest. I don’t want you 
to forget that an anxious mother 
awaits vour verdict and a father who 
has served his country well.” 

Caminetti’s Mother Sobs. 

This appeal was too much for 
mother, who broke into sobs. 

Caminetti’s own testimony in his de- 
fense during the morning was brief. 
In no wise did he attack the charac- 
ter or the testimony of Lola Norris. 
But in this considerition for Miss Nor- 
ris, Caminetti’s counsel had no share. 
When it came to the arguments they 
attacked her sharply. 

“The character of Miss Nerris is pe- 
culiar,.”’ Attorney Devlin tolc the jury, 
“and her idea of morality strange. 
She is a study in human nature and 
does not appear tuo have the ideas of 
morality of a 10-year-old child.” 

The courtroom Was crowded when 
Caminetti took the stand. His testi- 
mony was brief and the government 
did not cross-examine him. 

He freely admitted his part in the 
interstate escapade that has resulted 
in the conviction of Diggs, but he as- 
serted and reiterated again and again 
that the trip was not made for im- 
‘moral purposes. 

Had to Get Out of Sacramento.

“I'm going to tell the girls’ parents 
and you know what they'll do to you,” 
Mrs. Diggs had said. 

“Tl begged her not to talk that way 
on the telephone, and she gave me 
permission to talk it over with her. 
I went to see her that evening,’ Cam- 
inetti said. 

Mrs. Diggs Threatened to Shoot.

Mayor James G. Woodward made a 
vigorous attack on the new charter 
last night at the meeting of the South 
Side Improvement association, declar- 
ing it to be framed so as to protect 
certain bosses. He also went after the 
administration of former Mayor Court- 
land S. Winn, and in the course of his 
speech Dr. Joe Bradfield, chairman of 
the meeting, walked out of the hall. 
He returned later and resigned from 
his position, declaring that he could 
not associate with a man 
mayor, and that he resented the af- 
tacks upon his brother-in-law, the 
former mayor. The meeting was at 
the South Pryor school. 

“I will do all that I can for you in 
this matter,” said the mayor, referring 
to the efforts of the citizens to have 
South Pryor street from Georgia ave- 
nue to Ridge avenue widened and re- 
paved, and to extend South Pryor so 
as to carry it direct fro... the inter- 
section of Ridge avenue to Lakewood. 

“But let me tell you this much,” 
the mayor continued, “if this new 
charter, which was gotten up in a 
back-room caucus, is passed, you will 
be unable to get anything. If you 
want to hold city officials responsible, 
keep the present charter. The object 
of this new one is to perpetuate cer- 
tain bosses. 

“Charter Puts Ring in Power.” 

“If that new charter is passed, 
which was made by men in a back 
room who would tell you to go to the 
devil, if you will excuse the 
you put the ring in power. And when 
you do that, gentlemen, every city 
official of a certain class will do the 
bidding of that infamous gang. 

“You haven’t got enough people out 
here tonight for me to discuss this 
fully. But you get me a crowd here 
and I'll tell you something.

Atlanta Banker Urges Senate 
Committee to Amend Ad- 


ministration Measure--Says 
It’s Unfair to Small Banks. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, September 4.—(Spe- 
Cial.)—That the bankers of the coun- 
try feel a patriotic and unselfish de- 
Sire to aid, through advice based on 
their practical experience in giving 
the country the best possible bank- 
ing and currency bill, was asserted 
today by Robert F. Maddox, vice pres- 
ident of the American National bank 
of Atlanta, before the banking and 
currency committee of the senate. He 
Said the success of the new system 
would depend largely upon securing 
the co-operation of the 25.000 banks, 
of which only 17,372 were national 
banks. 

Mr. Maddox appeared as one of the 
committee of seven bankers appoint- 
ed at the recent Chicago conference 
of bankers to present their views be- 
fore congress. He discussed collec- 
tions and savings bank investments. 

National Bankers Patriotic. 

“The national bankers have played 
an important part in the upbuilding 
of our republic and are a credit: to 
the nation,” he said. “They are as 
patriotic men as can be found in any 
other profession, and as few have been 
unfaithful to their trust as in any 
other walk of life.” 

He opposed the provision of the 
currency bill which required the fed- 
eral reserve to to accept checks and 
drafts at par without charge for ex- 
change or collection. This involved 
a considerable change from the pres- 
ent eustom of the banks, he showed. 
With the case of small banks, the ex- 
change they received for. collections 
was a considerable part of their an- 
nual profits. He estimated the 
amount at from 20 to 50 per cent of 
profits. 

Every bank which was a member 
of the federal reserve bank would be 
required to keep a heavy balance at 
these banks to facilitate this exchange 
under the new system, he said. They 
would receive no compensation for 
this, but would also be deprived of 
the use of their funds so deposited. 
Then the possibility of loss and in- 
convenience and embarrassment 
through bad checks being cashed by 
the reserve banks was emphasized by 
him. 

Work of the Small Banks, 

“The small banks of the country 
have performed and are performing 
a great service to the nation,” said 
Mr. Maddox. “They encourage thrift 
in their communities and facilitate 
trade; they are the kindergartens of 
commerce. Especially in the south 
and west these small banks have been 
of great benefit. In the spring they 
have made advances to the farmer 
which enabled him to pay cash for 
his supplies, and they are gradually 
emancipatnge him from the burdensome 
system of trading on long time, with 
its accompanying high prices. 

“Exchange charges should be 
lated by local conditions and 
subject for national regulation. 

“The Atlanta Clearing House 
charge $1.25 per thousand for 
lecting miscellaneous -checks payable 
in Georgia, Alabama and Florida. The 
cost to them $2.07 per thousand, 
which means a net loss of 82 cents per 
thousand. But the banks are satisfied 
with the existing arrangement and 
their patrons are pleased.”

CENSUS DEPARTMENT 


Washington, September 4.—Director 
W. J. Harris, of the census bureau, 
today appointed a committee to re- 
organize that service. He named Dr. 
S. N. D. North and William R. Mer- 
riam, both former directors of the bu- 
reau; Professor Walter F. Wiilcox, of 
Cornell university; W. S. Rossiter, a 
business man of Boston, and Daniel 
C. Roper, first assistant postmaster 
general. 

Director Tiarris in a statement an- 
nouncing the appointments, charac- 
terized the condition of work in the 
census bureau as “unsatisfactory.” 
The committee, among other things, 
will make recommendations forthe 
completion or abandonment of the re- 
maining work of the thirteenth cen- 
sus and on publication of statistics 
which has been freely criticised ad- 
versely. 

The committee will also recommend 
the order of precedence that shall 
be given to the inquiries provided 
by law to be taken up by the bureau 
from time to time.

PENSACOLA VINDICATED. 


A naval board has recommended to Sec- 
retary Daniels that the naval station at 
Pensacola, arbitrarily closed under ano.uer 
administration, be reopened, and that to it 
be added a mammoth dry dock. The board, 
after exhaustive study, reports that, Pensa- 
cola is the gulf port best adapted to serve 
the navy in time of war and peace, being 
“absolutely necessary” in the former event- 
uality. 

It is to be hoped that the findings of 
the board will be approved by the secretary. 
The latter’s favorable comment during his 
visit to the Florida town foreshadows his 
favorable verdict. Should matters take this 
course, a curious and unlovely incident will 
have been ended. Since the closing of the 
Pensacola navy yard that city has been en- 
gaged in a plucky, but uphill fight for 
justice.

DID CAESAR CROSS 


Did Caesar cross the Rubicon? Where is 
the Rubicon? Have you ever tried to locate 
it on a modern geography? Authorities dif- 
fer considerably as to what present river 
represents the Rubicon. Caesar did not say 
anything about having crossed the Rubicon 
in his “Commentaries,” and they seem to con- 
tain in detail everything else regarding his 
inovements. No one seems to know the ori- 
gin of the crossing, for the river that is now 
generally supposed to be the Rubicon lies in 
an opposite direction in the Italian peninsula 
from the point where Caesar left his own 
possessions and entered Italy. 

Caesar’s passage of the Rubicon is appar- 
ently one of the many peculiar myths of 
history that are attributed to the absence of 
authorities to chronicle the events of the 
times and the work of a host of story-tellers 
who simply related imaginary things. And 
even if he did cross this stream with his 
army, it required no special display of skill, 
for the present Rubicon, so-called, is one of 
the most harmless little streams in all Italy. 

About ten miles from Arinum, and twice 
that distance from Ravenna, the frontier of 
Italy is traced by the supposed Rubicon. 
This little red river, with the drainage of 
the peat mosses from which it descends. de- 
rived its name from its color. It is formed 
by the union of three mountain torrents and 
is nearly dry in the summer, like most of the 
water courses on the east side of the Ap- 
penines. In the month of November the win- 
ter floods might present a barrier more 
worthy of the important position which it 
frontier of 
italy had been long secure from invasion. 
and, besides, the channel was spanned by a 
bridge of considerable dimensions. 

The ancients amused themselves. with 
picturing the great warrior, who founded a 
long line of despots, hesitating on the brink 
of the river wondering whether he would 
dare to chance so desperate a plunge. This 
was on the night of November 27, B. C. 49. 
They magnified the whole exploit as might 
an-observer who stood on the bank of the 
Red Sea while Pharaoh and his host were 
preparing to cross. 

Is the Rubicon used as a symbol? The 
river runs westward from the Adriatic well 
into the interior of Italy, and the story goes 
that the Romans considered it their bounda- 
ry line between the Gauls. The generals 
commanding in Gaul had been ordered never 
to cross it. To cross the Rubicon with an

army on the way to Rome was rebellion and 
treason. Hence the Rubicon became the vis- 
ible sign of civil restriction to military 
power. 


Caesar’s one great object was the con- 
quest of Rome. He tried in every way to 
circumvent the rivalry of Pompey. He had 
agents and partisans in Rome who acted 
for him and in his name. He sent immense 
sums of money to these men to be employed 
in such ways as would tend to obtain 
the favor of the people. 

Pompey had been the ido] of the people. 
But there was coming a turn in the affairs. 
The struggle at Rome between the partisans 
of Caesar and Pompey grew more and more 
violent and alarming. When the former de- 
sired to be elected Consul, he was told that 
he must first resign the command of his 
army, come to Rome, and present himself as 
a candidate in the character of a private cit- 
izen. Caesar's reply was that if Pompey 
would lay down his military commands he 
would do the same. This he refused to do, 
and he directed that Caesar's advance should 
be protested. 

Then comes the romantic story of 
passage of the stream. What stream? It is 
related in history that while was 
standing at the little bridge surveying it a 
shepherd came from the neighboring fields 
with a shepherd's pipe—a simple musical in- 
strument made of reeds. The soldiers and 
some of the officers gathered around him to 
hear him play. Among the rest came some 
of Caesar’s trumpeters, with their trumpets 
in their hands. The shepherd took one of 
these martial instruments, laying his 
own, and began to sound a charge—which is 
the signal for a rapid advance. “An cemen! 
A prodigy!” said Caesar. “Let us march 
where we are called by such a divine inti- 
mation. The die is cast.” 

So saying, he pressed forward over the 
bridge, while.the officers, breakinz up the 
encampment, put the columns In motion to 
follow him. It is a pretty story, but of 
whose invention? Caesar says nothing of 
this in his own history, and some of the 
most learned writers of antiquity make no 
mention of the Rubicon having figured in the 
great march of the CaeSarian army from 
Gaul to Rome and then to Brundusium, from 
which point Pompey escaped, finally taking 
refuge in Egypt, where he was treacherous- 
ly assassinated as he was about to step 
ashore.

But in the hot weather that murmuring 
streamlet becomes s0 warm that you can 
boil eggs in it and it has a taste that few 
people appreciate, as the, farmers’ cattle 
stand in the water upstream, waist deep, all 
day long. Cattle are valuable creatures, but 
they never will supplant the popular flavor- 
ing extracts. A glass of water flavored with 
lemon is far better than a glass of the same 
fluid flavored with brindled cow. 

“Time and again, after. quenching my 
thirst with water that tasted like a men- 
agerie, I have made up my mind to return to 
the busy haunts, but sober second thought 
always dissuaded me. It is true that cold 
and refreshing drinks may be obtained in 
the town, but think of the cost! Unless you 
are a Rockefeller, with vassals and serfs by 
your side, you, simply can’t afford to fill 
yourself with enticing beverages. Of course 
Il am taking it for granted that you are a 
married man, and have a family. The sin- 
gle man has many glorious advantages. No 
pent-up Utica contracts his powers. He may 
drink at every soda fountain on the boule- 
vard, and still have enough to pay for his 
laundry. 

“But the head of a family must always 
be thinking of his wife and offspring. If he 
goes to a soda fountain alone, and throws in 
a few mixed drinks, some officious aleck ig 
pretty sure to carry the news to his wife, 
and she looks at him so reproachfully when 
he goes home that he feels as though he had 
been stealing a widow’s chickens. On such 
oceasions my wife used to say to me: ‘Don't 
vou think it was selfish to spend so much 
money at the soda fountain, when you knew 
that your wife had nothing to drink but cis- 
tern water, and especially when we need 
every cent we can raise to buy a new piano 
stool?’ 

“Tf a man undertakes to set ‘em up to 
his family every time he is suffering for a 
soft drink, he'll have to go without cigars 
and other necessaries of life. It was the 
same way with ice cream. Now and then, 
when my blood was boiling in my veins, [I'd 
go to the ice cream joint and purchase a 
saucerful of the refreshing compound for ten 
cents, and would go away a giant refreshed. 
But my wife always heard about it. That's 
the worst thing about being married, my 
son. Your wife hears of everything you do, 
and misconstrues your motives, and sizes you 
up as a monster of such hideous mien that 
to be hated vou need but to be seen. 

“When I'd return to my lowly abode, my 
wife would meet me at the door with unshed 
tears in her eyes, and would ask me if it 
wouldn't be far better and nobler in every 
way to bring home ice cream, so the whole 
family could enjoy it. You couldn’t make 
her understand that while a man may feel 
able to buy himself an occasional. dish of ice 
cream, it’s a different proposition to buy 
enough for an entire family, each member of 
that family being gifted with an. appetite 
six feet high in its stocking feet.

WHILE BRAVING Tht AIR 


Army Officer Is Killed When 
| His Aeroplane Dashes 
| to Earth. 
|

San Diego, September 4.—First Lieu- 
|}tenant Moss L. Love, a native of Vir- 
|ginia, signal corps, United States army, 
| was killed today when his aeroplane 
| plunged 300 feet to the ground at the 
,army aviation school near here. Short- 
lly before the accident he began to 
| descend from an altitude of approxi- 
/mately 2,000 feet. When 300 feet from 
‘the ground watchers say they saw a 
puff on the machine and it dropped like 
a shot. 

Nearly every bone in the young offi- 
cer’s body was broken. 

Lieutenant Love rose for a flight at 
7:35 o'clock. The day was ideal, there 
being scarcely a breeze. After flying 
around North Island for twenty min- 
utes, the aviator circled for altitude 
until he reached a height of 2,0'0 feet, 
There he shut off tue motor and vol- 
planed until his machine was about 250 
feet from the earth. In some 
tne motor was started while the planes 
were pointed down and the machine 
was driven like a shot to the earth, 
Lieutenant Love meeting death at the 
camp from which he had ascended, 

The body of the dead officer will be 
taken to Fairfax, Va., leaving here to- 
morrow. 

According to the army roster, the 
aviator’s nearest relative is Judge 
James M. Love, of Fairfax, Va. 

Lieutenant* Love was about 33 years 
old, and unmarried. 

Lieutenant Moss wu. Love was a native 
of Virginia, was born in 1879, and 
appointed to the United States milli- 
tary academy at large from Virginia. 
After graduation from West Point he 
was assigned to the cavalry, serving 
in 1911, after a course in the graduate 
army signal school.
